the beginning, too much on a Santa Claus. Usually the 
Cathedral of the diocese is built by money contributed 
in every parish. But the Cathedral of Fort Wayne was 
paid for by the French people of New Orleans to 
whom Father Benoit went for help. 


According to Canon Law the Bishop may assess 
all parishes for a Cathedral, for a Seminary, for a 
Chancery, for an Orphanage. We spent only recently 
more than $1,000,000.00 on a seminary. There was 
neither an assessment nor a collection taken up for it. 
The pastors did build the beautiful chapel by contri- 
buting from parish funds $150,000.00. 


In 1933 we spent over $500,000.00 for new build- 
ings at St. Vincent Villa, our Orphanage, but there 
was no assessment nor a collection taken up for that. 

We spent more than $250,000.00. towards the 
renovation of the Cathedral, exterior and interior, 
but no parish was assessed for that, no collection was 
taken ‘up. 

We are now erecting more buildings at the St. 
Vincent Villa at a cost of more than $600,000.00, but 
there will be no assessment for that nor a collection 
taken up. The pastors have contributed about one-half 
of the cost of the new Chancery Office. 

There are more than 250 working days in the 
year, but if every wage-earner would contribute one 
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day’s income for some promotional work in the diocese,

In South Bend they expect that people will con- 
tribute over a two year period one week’s income, or 
the income of five days. During two years there are 


104 working weeks, which means that they will be 


contributing less than one per cent of their income, 
yet five days’ income from 23,000 wage-earners, which 
they believe the cities of South Bend and Mishawaka 
have, would net more than $1,000,000.00. 

We speak of income and not wages, because those 
who are not working for a wage are expected to give 


what would represent one day’s income from all 


sources. 


People hardly realize, but it is true, that they are 
contributing better than five weeks’ income every year 
to the government in taxes. 

God Himself wanted people to appreciate their 
religion more than anything else in the world and, 
therefore, levied a tax of one-tenth of everybody’s in- 
come for the support of the Israelitic religion. 

What people give to the Church they may deduct 
from their income tax. What people contribute to the 
Church usually brings such temporal blessings as will 
actually create a savings for them rather than an out- 
lay. There are so many ways in which God can*save 
your money indirectly but He does not do it for those 
who try to chisel on Him.

Parish Units Of ACTU 


In Fort Wayne, South Bend and Gary units of the Asso- 
i ciation of Catholic Trade Unionists have been operating, but 
the number who have joined this organization, designed to 
bring the Christian spirit into labor, is too small to make 
much of an impression on all of labor in big industries. 

Since the present Pope and his predecessors urged 
priests to become familiar with the Capital-Labor problem, 
the Bishop herewith recommends very strongly that the 
ACTU be formed on parochial lines so that all the small 
parish units, in the aggregate, will constitute a stronger 
force. 

Those who are now members of the ACTU 
will be glad to help pastors organize, speak at 
meetings of men’s societies, etc. The Fort 
Wayne group has visited me and told me that— 
and | learned from their Spiritual Moderator 
that they are well prepared to speak on this 
subject. They are zealous in a wise way, and 
need great encouragement. 

There have been too many wild-cat strikes. 
In three government projects there have been as many as 
ten strikes a month over a period of several months, which 
indicates that Labor is pretty much under Communist domin- 
ation in those projects. 

No one objects to labor, or even the white collar worker, 
seeking a wage in keeping with the growing cost of living, 
and no industrialist would object to granting such a wage 
if the laboring man actually earned it. Most of them probably 
do, but there are still plenty of workers, outside of the 
“assembly line” groups, who “loaf on the job” and, therefore, 
many are not earning their pay. 

Religion demands that they be honest. We are sure that 
all Catholics would like to be that, but they are often pre- 
vented by advice from “leaders.” If the Christian spirit pre- 
vailed there would be peace in industry, and not so many man 
hours lost. 

Therefore pastors will encourage the ACTU, and offer 
to let men now in it to speak before parish societies, and 
follow it up by a parish unit.

Former Secretaries Of State 
Answered Objections When 
Taylor Was Named To Vatican 


Washington—(NC)— Arguments 
raised against President Truman’s 
nomination of Gen. Mark W. Clark 
as United States Ambassador to 
the State of Vatican City recalled 
that former Secretary of State 
Sumner Welles effectively answer- 
ed similar objections raised against 
Myron C. Taylor’s mission as per- 
sonal representative of the Presi- 
dent to His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII. 


The arguments also were to re- 
call that Cordell Hull, Secretary of 
State at the time Mr. Taylor’s 
mission was created, revealed in 
his memoirs that the project had 
the approval and encouragement of 
the Department of State. 


“It is hard to understand the 
reasoning behind the charge that 
the policy inaugurated by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and continued by 
President Truman, runs counter to 
the principle of the separation~ of 
church and state,” Mr. Welles said 
in one of his syndicated secular 
newspaper columns in 1947, He 
wrote at a time when there was a 
recrudescence of opposition to the 
Taylor appointment, which had 
been made at Christmastime, 1939. 


“The appointment of a presiden- 
tial representative at the Vatican 
cannot affect the provisions of our 
Constitution, nor shape our own in- 
ternal policies,” Mr. Welles said. 


Sovereign State 


“From the purely juridical stand- 
point the territory known as the 
Vatican igs | constitutes a sover- 
eign state. It is so recognized by 
the majority of nations.” 


Mr. Welles pointed out that at 
the outbreak of World War II al- 
most every country, except the 
Soviet Union and the 
States, had accredited diplomatic 
representatives to the Holy See. He 
reminded that these countries in- 
cluded a “constitutionally Protest- 
ant” one, like Great Britain, an- 
other one that was “officially non- 
Christian” like Japan, and an “anti- 
Christian” country “as in the case 
of Nazi Germany.” He then con- 
tinued: 

“Those diplomatic missions had 
obviously not been appointed in 
order to further any extension of 
the influence of the church over 
state. They were appointed because 


influence exercised by the Vatican 
throughout a great part of the 
world was recognized, and because 
the governments so represented 
knew that the Vatican had avail- 
able to it sources of infermation 
possessed by very few, if any, other 
governments.” 


Since the President of the United 
States is constitutionally entrusted 
with the conduct of this country’s 
foreign relations, “he must be free 
to utilize the services of such 
agents as he may consider neces- 
sary in order to obtain the infor- 
mation he may require whenever 
that is not available through nor- 
mal sources,” Mr. Welles argued. 
He saw “an even more compelling 
motive” (for President Roosevelt’s 
sending a representative to the 
Vatican) in “the President’s con- 
viction that the Vatican represent- 
ed a great moral force,” and that 
it was to the advantage of the 
American people to cooperate 
“with every world agency which 
was striving for the creation of a 

eace based upon principles of a 
etter international order and for 
justice and morality.” 


“No age ge American citi- 
zen,” Mr. Welles wrote, whatever 
his creed may be, can deny that 
the Vatican constitutes one of the 
most powerful moral forces in the 
world of today, and that Pope Pius 
XII has been an outstanding lead- 
er in the battle for the abandon- 
ment of policies of cruelty and of 
aggression, and for the adoption of 
such standards in the relations.he- 
tween nations as can make for en- 
during peace.”

Diocesan Schools Show Increase Of 985 Students

Monsignor Dillon 
Reports Number Of 
Pupils Is 31,551 


An increase of 985 in the Dio. 
cesan elementary and secondary 
school population was reported by 
the Very Rev. Thomas E. Dillon, 
Superintendent of Diocesan Schools 
and pastor of St. Mary’s church, 
Huntington, in his release on the 
total school enrollment for 1951- 
52. The total enrollment in both 
levels for the current year was re- 
ported at 31,551. 


There are 100 elementary, and 
11 high schools in the Diocesan 
system. One new elementary school 
has been opened since last year, 
The enrollment in the grades re- 
veals a total of 27,610 pupils; the 
boys numbering 14,034, the girls, 
13,576. This represents an increase 
of 848 over the previous year. 


Monsignor Dillon stated that 
this increase would have been 
greater if the date of admission to 
the first grade had not been ad- 
vanced from January list to Oc- 
tober Ist. A child is required to be 
six by October ist, following the 
date of his enrollment in the first 
grade. This ruling was prompted 
by an awareness on the part of the 
teachers, supervisors and superin- 
tendent of the immaturity of chil- 
dren received at an earlier age. 

His report further shows that 
655 Sisters and 17 lay teachers are 
employed in the elementary sys- 
tem. This, too, represents an in- 
crease of 21 teachers over the pre- 
vious year. 

8,941 students are being educat- 
ed in the 11 high schools. The boys 
number 1,749, the girls, 2,192. 
Three of the high schools, privately 
Sp are academies for girls. 

he report indicates an increase of 
137 students at highschool level 
over the year 1950-1961. One hun- 
dred sixty teachers are ged in 
secondary education. Of these, 13 
are Priests, 8 are Brothers, 111 are 
Sisters and 28 are lay teachers. 

Monsignor Dillon noted that the 
cost of educating children in the 
public elementary and high schools 
of Indiana averages about $225.00 
per child. As a consequence, the 
Catholic laity of the Fort Wayne 
Diocese are saving their fellow 
citizens more than $7,000,000 an- 
nually by operating their own 
schools. This, of course, does not 
include the like savings effected 
by Catholics in the other dioceses 

the State.

Senator Tom Connally of Texas, 
chairman of this committee, has 
said that he will oppose the ap- 
pointment, because he does not 
consider General Clark “fit” for 
the post. , 

(2) Both houses of Congress 
will be asked to pass a compan- 
ion bill, specifically permitting 
General Clark to accept this civil- 
ian post in Government without re- 
linquishing his military status. It 
is thought General Clark would 
prefer not to retire from active 
military service in order to accept 
the diplomatic assignment, and the 
President has said that he would 
not be called upon to do so, 


A simple majority is needed to 
pase either of these measures. 


The White House announcement 
that President Truman would not 
make a recess appointment of Gen- 
eral Clark to the Vatican post defi- 
nitely left the matter up to action 
by Congress some time after Jan- 
vary 8, next. It was made clear 
that the President would not make 
the recess appointment because 
General Clark could not remain in 
the army and accept it, because 
Congress would not have had a 
chance to pass the special legisla- 
tion authorizing him to do so, 


Questions Answered 


It was suggested in some quar- 
ters that the President might 
erect an embassy at the Vatican 
and entrust its management to a 
career officer of the State Depart- 
ment, pending Senate action on 
General Clark’s nomination. This 

ossibility was quickly eliminated 
be the White House statement that 
the President would not set up any 
embassy at the Vatican until the 
Clark nomination is settled. 


Meanwhile President Truman 
has himself cleared up several 
points about which there had been 
some speculation. 


Asked why he named General 
Clark an ambassador, instead of 
simply naming him as a personal 
representative of the President, as 
Myron C. Taylor had been, Presi- 
dent Truman replied that he did 
so because he wanted an ambassa- 
dor. He added that he had given 
a good deal of thought to the 
matter of naming a full-fledged 
ambassador, in fact he had been 
studying it ever since Mr. Taylor 
resigned in January, 1950. 


Asked why he had sent the 
nomination to the Senate only a 
few hours before the first session 
of the 82nd Congress was about to 
adjourn, he replied he was not pre-. 
pared earlier to make the nomina- 
tion. 


Asked if he thought General 
Clark’s nomination violated the 
principle of the separation of 
Church and State, the President 
answered that he thought it cer- 
tainly did not. 


Asked if he felt the announce- 
ment of the appointment had stir- 
red up more of a‘ “hullabaloo” 
than he had expected, the Presi- 
dent said no, not as much. 


Asked why, if General Clark 
is such a good soldier, he had taken 
the stand that he would not accept 
an appointment from the President 
unless it was on the terms that he 
laid down, the President said Gen- 
eral Clark had taken no such 
stand.

Adults’ Responsibility 


In its yearly scanning 
Education Week, the public eye is coming to notice a phase of educa- 
tion which hitherto has remained in the background—nursing education. 

The emergency of nursing education as an important phase of 
American education is due, in part, to two factors. 

The first factor is a trend to shift the direction of the professional 

reparation of the nurse from the hospital to the institution of higher 
earning. In various parts of the country, colleges and universities are 
establishing departments of nursing education or are expanding those 
which they already have. Furthermore, schools of nursing are asso- 
ciating themselves with colleges and universities to a greater degree. 


In our diocese, with St. Mary’s College at Notre Dame at the focal 


point, the Holy Cross Central School of Nursing is a brilliant example 
of this new trend. 

The second factor is the almost daily increase in the number of 
positions which require the registered nurse and the nurse who holds 
a degree. Those who have studied the problem say that one girl in ten 
who finishes high school must enter a school of nursing if this demand 
is to be supplied. It is a demand comparable to that for qualified teach- 
ers and vocations to the religious. 7 

Certainly, neither of these essential fields will be adequately covered 
unless parents, teachers, and other public leaders assume responsibility 
for directing young people to them.

What The Book Is And How We Got It 


HAT does the 
mean? 


It means “The” book par excel- 
lence. The name is derived from 
the Greek word for books— 
“Biblios.” 

Why has it been given that 
name? 

(1) Because it is the oldest book 
in existence; a book which gives a 
summary of the history of mankind 
from its beginning until the death 
of St. John the Apostle at the end 
of the first century after Christ; 
a book which has been preserved 
through all these centuries, trans- 
lated into every language, and has 
exceeded, by several hundred times, 
any other “best seller.” It has al- 
ways been regarded as a master- 
piece of literature, as well as of 
reliable history. 

(2) It is a book which the Jews 
for nearly 2,000 years before 
Christ, and Christians for nearly 
2,000 years after Christ have re- 
= as containing the “word of 
Go - 


word Bible 


Do you mean that God was its 
author? 
Indirectly, yes. God used the 
many persons who wrote it as His 
instruments, and prevented them 
from recording any substantial 
error. That is why these writings 
are called “The Holy Scriptures. 
Are we to infer that the Bible 
was not written by one individual? 
Yes, for it was written by many 
different men at different times 
and for different special purposes. 
Some of the writings are historical, 
some are poetic, some are prophet-

The Prophet Samuel is regarded 
as the author of “Judges,” the next 
in order. This book deals with the 
history of Israel during the time 
it was ruled by Judges. 


Then comes the Book of Ruth 
named for the person whose history 
it records, The Prophet Samuel is 
regarded as its author also, 


The next two books are also his- 
torical, and are entitled “The First 
Book of Kings” and “The Second 
Book of Kings.” They cover the 
history of Samuel, the Prophet, 
and of the two Kings, Saul and 
David, whom he anointed. Then 
follow the Third and Fourth Books 
of Kings, which did not have the 
same author nor were they written 
at the same time.

|S there any place in the world in which Catholics are 


actually persecuting Protestants? 


No, there is not, no matter what 
sectarian papers May Say. Cath- 
olics, like Christ and His apostles, 
have been persecuted through the 
centuries and are being persecuted 
today, not only behind the Igon 
Curtain, but in our own country of 
religious liberty and tolerance. 


In this country there exist many 
Protestant, Masonic, and so-called 
“liberal” papers and magazines 
which specialize in engendering 

rejudice in non-Catholic minds to- 
wards the Catholic Church. There 
are organizations promoted even 
by churchmen, such as “Protest- 
ants and Other Americans United,” 
which have only one purpose for 
their existence, namely, to arouse 
an ill feeling against the Catholic 
Church. From sectarian pulpits, 
anti-Catholic tirades are frequent- 
ly delivered, and real and fake ex- 
priests are exploited to excoriate 
the Catholic religion. 


There is no counterpart to any 
of this propaganda in the Catholic 
Church. There are no anti-Protest- 
ant papers or magazines; no anti- 
Protestant organizations; never a 
sermon preached against any Pro- 
testant religion from a Catholic 
pulpit and converts from the 
Protestant Ministry are never em- 
ployed to say an unkind word about 
the religion which they left. 

Protestant foreign missionaries 
in Catholic countries do write stor- 
ies for sectarian papers in this 
country, in which they tell of their 
persecution by Catholics. For in- 
stance, quite recently much has 
been said about the systematic 
persecution of Protestants in Co- 
lumbia. A clergyman in Wash- 
ington, D.C., who wanted reliable 
information on this matter, ap- 
proached the Columbian Embassy 
in Washington to procure it, and 
he found that the Ambassador of 
Columbia was greatly surprised to 
hear this story which the sectarian 
papers were carrying. He said he 
had no information whatsoever 
about ill-treatment of Protestants 
in his country. 

A Catholic journalist in this 
country was also approached and 
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he said that he had no information 
about the persecution. The clergy- 
man was not satisfied. He felt 


that stories carried so widely must |! 


have some kind of foundation, and 
he learned from an American, who 
recently returned from Columbia, 
that there was persecution, but it 
was not religious, it was political. 


As late as August 6, 1951, Time 
magazine described Columbia as 
being in a state of siege, with the 
Conservative Government and the 
opposite Liberal Party engaged in 
an actual Civil War in which 20,000 
people have been killed in the last 
two years. 

The Catholic clergy in Columbia 
are too few to pay any attention 
to missionaries of other Faiths. 
They are not able to reach half 
of their own people, and no Cath- 
olic church in the whole country 
is able to accommodate at any di- 
vine service half the membership, 
which is as nominal as Protestant 
membership is in the United 
States, because the number of 
clergy is too small even to have 
contacts with all the people. 

They talk about persecution in 
Spain. There never has been any 
persecution of Protestants by the 


— 


government in Spain, or carried on 
with the sanction of the bishops or 
the pg Spain. If here and 
there a ul of lay people cre- 
ated a little disturbance against 
Protestant workers, it was, as we 
have discovered, because they 
were attacking Catholic practices 
and indignant Catholic people 
showed their resentment. 

The same is true of the alleged 
persecution of Protestants in one 
small section of Italy. The Church 
had absolutely nothing to do with 
it; neither did the government of 


_ Catholics have been only the vic- 
tims of persecution, and have never 
themselves persecuted. People may 
refer to the action taken against 
dissenters under Queen Mary of 
England four centuries ago. That 
is an entirély different matter 
Her predecessor, Elizabeth, was the 
one who wrested the Faith from 
the English people, just as Stalin 
has been doing in Russia and in 
other countries occupied by the 
Communists. Mary, observing that 
most of the people still believed in 
and desired to practice their Faith, 
gave them an opportunity to come 
back. A civil war between the 
Catholics and the new Protestant 
Church of England ensued. But 
every reliable historian acknow- 
ledges that the victims of perse- 
cution under Mary were insignifi- 
cant compared to those under 
Elizabeth. These historians tell us 
that only the official historians of 
the Protestant political regime re- 
ferred to Elizabeth as “Good Queen 
Bess,” and to Queen Mary as 
“Bloody Mary.” It is quite the op- 
posite. 


What The Book Is 
And How We Got It

the Books of Kings. Many regard 
Esdras as the author. 


Next come the two Books of 
Esdras. The first is-written by a 
man bearing that name called by 
the Hebrews Ezra, and the author 
of the second book is believed to 
have been Nehemias. It is called 
the Second Book of Esdras because 
it is a continuation of the history 
begun by him. : 

In all there are forty-six separ- 
ate writings, often referred to as 
“books” in the Old Testament, most 
of them not mentioned above being 
prophetical. Included in the Old 
Testament there is the Book of 
Psalms—150 of them—written by 
David. 


Did Moses, who wrote the first 
five books, live at the beginning of 
the human race? 


No; he did not live until many 
centuries after Adam, who is re- 
garded as the Father of the Human 
Race, as the first human being 
created by God. Prior to Moses God 
taught mankind not by writings, 
but by revelations to each of the 
several Patriarchs in turn. They 
lived to be very old, and passed on 
what they learned—which means 
by Tradition. 


What is the significance of the 
word “Testament?” 


It means “Convenant,” or Con- 
tract. God entered such a Covenant 
with the Jews before Christ, and 
with the entire human race after 
Christ if it would receive Him. The 
Heavenly Father frequently told 
the Israelites that He, their God, 
would be with them. The Son of 
God, Who founded the international 
Christian religion promised that 
He would be with it until the end 
of time. 


How is the New Testament di- 
vided? 

There are first of all the four 
Holy Gospels written by Matthew, 
Mark, Luke, and John, which are 
historical, recording the words, the 
miracles, the foundation of the 
Church by Christ. Then there is 
the Acts of the Apostles written by 
St. Luke recording the journeys 
and accomplishments of the Apost- 
les, particularly of Peter and Paul. 
Then follow fourteen Epistles or 
letters written by St. Paul to 
groups of converts or to individ- 
uals who worked with him. These 
are succeeded by similar letters, 
written one by St. James, two by 
St. Peter, three by St. John, one 
by St. Jude. The New Testament 
ends with a work written by St. 
John the Apostle entitled “The 
Apocalypse,” or “Revelations.” 


Does the Protestant Bible con- 
tain the same number of books as 
the Catholic? 


In the New Testament, Yes. In 


the Old Testament there are seven 
books in the Catholic Bible which 
are regarded as Apocrypha or 
“doubtfully inspired” by Protest- 
ants and, therefore, they are not 
in their Bible. But the Protestant 
position is not consistent, because 
the same Church which declared all 
the other books in their Bible to 
be inspired, also declared these so- 
called Apocrypha to be inspired. 


Which books are called “Apo- 
crypha” and appear only in the 
Catholic Bible? 


They are Tobias, Judith, Wisdom, 
Ecclesiasticus, Baruch and the two 
Books of Machabees, together with 
fragments of Esther and Daniel. 


Before the coming of Christ a 
great many of the Jews spoke 
Greek, in fact lived in countries 
which were under the influence of 
Greece. St. Paul was one of these. 
Hence the Old Testament was cir- 
culated in both Hebrew and Greek. 
The Greek version was called the 
Alexandrian Canon, used in Alex- 
andria, Asia Minor, Greece and 
Italy. It was only in the first cen- 
turies after Christ that it was 
noted that the Palestinian Canon, 
used by the Hebrew speaking Jews 
of Palestine, Syria and Mesopotam- 
ia, ommitted these books. 


The Greek version was called the 
Septuagint, and six out of seven 
quotations from the Old Testament 
appearing in the New are taken 
from the Greek Septuagint. 

Writers of the first three cen- 
turies often quote or refer to these 
books. 


Why was the Greek 
called the Septuagint? 


The translation from Hebrew in- 
to Greek was ordered by the Jew- 
ish Sanhedrin or Supreme Council 
of 72. The word “Septuagint” 
means “seventy.” 

After the Greek Alexander the 
Great conquered much of the Near 
East, including Palestine and 


version 


Syria, the Greek language was in-| 


troduced into these and other col- 
onies. These Jews become known 
as “Hellenist” Jews, which means 
“Greek” Jews. 


The high ecclesiastical Jewish 
tribunal in Jerusalem wanted the 
Jews who spoke Greek to have the 
Bible in that language because 
they would not otherwise learn the 
prophecies relating to the coming 
of their Messias. 

It was only after the Messias 
disappointed the Jews by not com- 
ing as a great civil ruler to liberate 


them that the Jews began to repu- 


diate the Septuagint. 


But the eminent position which 
the Septuagint held among the 


Greek-speaking Jews and among 
the Christians of the early cen- 


turies caused it to be transcribed 
intensively. Origen in the second 
century compared it with the old- 
est copies of the Hebrew originals. 
His became a work of many vol- 
umes. It must be remembered that 
this Greek text existed 300 years 
before the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era. 

In his work entitled “From Ab- 


raham to David,” Henry A. Harper 
observes concerning the value of 
the Old Testament as “history”: 
The author is firmly con 
that the more the lands of 


the Bible, and the more those 
statements will be found to be ac- 
curate to the last degree.

tion. If He rose from the dead in 
accordance with prophecies and 
His own predictions, then evidently 
He was God; and if He is the 
Author of a divine religion, then 
none but His followers deserve to 
be called “Christians.” 

The word “Christian” has a very 
vague significance in the minds of 
most non-Catholics, who maintain 
that it matters little what one be- 
lieves or cyan if only he “live 
the good life.” 


What Is The Good Life? 


This suggests another question, 
“What is the good life?” From the 
time of Christ until modern times, 
it was believed by all Christians 
that one not only had to “profess 


jbelief in the divinity of Christ” 


and hold membership in His super- 
natural kingdom here on earth, but 
had to keep the Ten Command- 
ments, delivered to the Israelites 
by God through Moses many cen- 
turies before Christ’s advent. 
There are those who would hold 
that people who oe promises 
which Christ made of abiding with 
His Church “all days even unto the 
consummation of the world,” of 
“sending the Holy Spirit to abide 
with His Church forever,” of see- 
ing that the “gates of hell would 
not prevail against the Church,” 
also deny Christ, because they 
would be questioning His veracity. 
There are those who hold that 
people who deny the indissolubility 
of Christian marriage, or who re- 
pudiate the Mass, the Eucharist, 
the Sacrament of Penance, which

Are they not right? How can 
one be a follower of another if he 
repudiates the chief things prac- 
ticed and advocated by that other?

to the spiritual life as is Commu- 
nism, and that is “secularism,” 
which is rampant in the United 
States today. It is not directly 
atheistic and, therefore, anti-God 
as Communism is, but it is indif- 
ferent about the interests of God 
in this world, indifferent towards 
one’s own obligations to God, in- 
different towards one’s own spiri- 
tual growth. Recall that Almighty 
God expressed Himself on this sub- 
ject in these words: “I wish that 
you were cold or hot, but because 
you are lukewarm, I shall vomit 
you out of my mouth.” 


Indifference on the part of those 
who have been taught about God, 
about His infinite love for every 
human being, about His terms of 
salvation, is far greater than a de- 
nial of God on the part of those 
who never have been taught these 
things. God has a perfect right to 
expect those who are not moles- 
ted because of their faith to do 
something by way of prayer, good 
works, reparation, for those who 
have not, only been molested, but, 
like the 95 Bishops behind the Iron 
Curtain spoken of in the daily 
press recently, have been tortured, 
imprisoned, exiled, or even cruelly 
executed. When one portion of the 
Mystical Body is forced to suffer, 
others should suffer voluntarily. 
At least they should not go on 
“living merrily,” neglecting even 
their own families, setting bad 
example to their children. 


This holds true of our govern- 
ment also, which should not, in 
the name of a free press, allow 
valuable paper to be used by pub- 
lishers of hundreds of periodicals 
and books calculated to do moral 
harm. We do not, in the name of 
“free business,” allow narcotics or 
poison to be sold. The principle on 
poison for the soul, or mind, should 
be the same.

But 
this is a small statue, sometimes 


not more than a couple of feet 
rhigh. The Child is dressed in a 
long robe, rather elaborately decor- 
ated — but the difference is that 


ithis robe is not plaster or metal, 
but cloth, an innovation in statues. 


Finally, the Child’s head is sur- 


mounted with a crown, sometimes 
so large that it looks a little top- 
heavy, as though it might fall off. 
You get the distinct impression 
that this statue has its origin out- 
side the United States. The whole 
effect is one of beauty, but it is 
not the type of statue we are used 
Oo. 


Under or over the statue, you 
will probably find these words in 
quotation marks: “The more you 
honor Me, the more I will bless 
you.” 


This is the statue of the Infant 
Jesus of Prague, a devotion which 
has grown so rapidly in the United 
States in recent months that it de- 
serves examination. You can ask 
ten Catholics who Jesus of Prague 
was, and five of them won’t be 


fable to tell you. 


Today is a good day to inquire 
about the Infant Jesus of Prague, 


because today is Armistice Day. | 


Two wars ago, we thought we had 
peace when the armistice was 
signed. One of the results of that 
armistice was independence for a 
little country named Czechoslo- 
vakia. Its capital was — and is — 
the city of Prague, a Bohemian 
city of 900,000 people which once 
was part of Austro-Hungary.

wax, about 19 inches high, dressed 
in a royal mantle, and with a 


jeweled crown on its h Its

which Jesus rules. 


From Spain, the statue was 
brought to Bohemia (later to be- 
come part of Czechoslovakia) by 
a Spanish princess named Maria 
Mangriuez de Lara, whose mother 
had given it to her. Maria gave the 
statue to her daughter, incess 
Polyxena. In turn, Polyxena gave 
it to the Carmelites in Prague, 
with this remarkable statement, 
“As long as you venerate this 
image, you shall not be in want.” 


From then on, the fortunes of 
the Carmelite church seemed to 
rise and fall with its devotion to 
the Infant Jesus. When it was first 
put up, the church was in — 
straits — but very soon the Em- 
peror awarded the Carmelites a 
monthly allowance. 


The Thirty Years War followed, 
and Prague fell to the invaders, 
The Carmelites were forced to 
leave, and the little statue of Jesus 
was thrown carelessly behind the 
altar. Peace finally came to Prague 
in the year 1635, but there seemed 
to be no recovery for the Carmel- 
ites. It was not until Father Cyril- 
lus, who had honored the statue 
as a novice, restored it to a place 
of honor that good fortune favored 
the church again. It was Father 
Cyrillus who reported hearing dis- 
tinctly those words, “The more you 
honor Me, the more I will bless 
you.” 


people and religious who helped 
gain respect for the statue. It 
seemed that those who honored the 
statue, improved the church where 
it rests, or helped to restore its 
condition — all these were re- 
warded in very material ways. On 
the other hand, a woman who once 
stole the statue and took it home 
with her suffered an intense ill- 
ness. There are many similar stor- 
ies, some of them told in a little 
book published by the Benedictine 
Convent of Perpetual Adoration in 
Clyde, Missouri. 

Devotion to the Infant Jesus of 
Prague is a devotion to the Child 
Jesus.

“The first 
rule of charity toward others is 
to realize when you look at the 
most fallen creature that you 
could be like that.” (Our daddy 
can jump from childish tantrums 
to fallen creatures without batting 
an eyewinker!) “‘“There but for 
the grace of God go I’ is the magic 
sentence to keep in mind when 
tyou look at others. It has a two- 
way effect.” 


“How so, daddy?” I asked. 


“First,” he said, “it inspires love 
of God for keeping you from the 
other person’s sad state, Secondly, 
it inspires compassion and pity 
for the offender because he was 
not spared from his mistakes, In-

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The Devil Hates It 


Strong Argument For The 


Divine Institution Of Mass 


ROBABLY the best argument 

for the divine authorship of the 
Mass is the devil’s opposition to it 
recorded by Martin Luther himself 
in the Wittenberg edition of his 
work “Against Private Mass and 
the Ordination of Priests.” The 
assage, from which we summar- 
ize the substance, appears in a 
work bearing this title page: 

Von der win-ckelmesse und 

Pfaffen Weihe 


D. Mart. Luther 
Wittemberg DMXXXIII 
On the last page, we read: 

Gedruckt zu Wittemberg durch 
Nickel Schir-lantz MDXXXII 


After disputing. over the valid- 
ity of his ordination with the devil 
and the charge that he was guilty 
of idolatry during the years he said 
Mass, Luther quotes the devil as 
follows: 


“You know that you did not be- 
lieve properly in Christ, and that 
concerning faith you have been as 
good as a Turk. For the Turk, yes, 
even I, with all the Devils, also be- 
lieve all that is written about 
Christ (James II) that is, how He 
was born, died, ascended into 
heaven. Yet none of us rejoice or 
trust in Him as in a Savior. But we 
fear Him as a severe Judge. 

“Such a faith you also had, and 
no other, when you were ordained 
and said Mass; and all the others,

both the ordaining Bishop, and 
those whom he ordained, also be- 
lieved the same. Therefore, you al- 
so all went over from Christ to 
Mary and to the Saints; they had 
to be your consolation and your 
helpers against Christ. This neith- 
er you, nor any other Papist, can 
deny. Therefore you were ordained 
and have said Mass as heathens, 
and not as Christians. How, then, 
have you been able to consecrate 
(to change bread and wine into the 
Body and Blood of Christ)? For 
you have not been the persons who 
should consecrate.” (Ibid. 8-9). 

Luther’s discussion with the devil 
fills exactly eleven pages of the 
Wittenberg edition. If it actually 
did not take place, then Luther 
deceived his readers. If it did take 
place, then it only argues for the 
divine authorship and the efficacy 
of the Mass, because if the devil 
is the liar and deceiver which Holy 
Scripture says he is, he actually 
strove to shake Luther’s faith in 
the Mass. 

Speaking of this conversation 
Luther writes: “He is a liar, that is 
true, but he can tell lies better than 
a bad liar can... for he quotes a 
truth in his own favor which you 
cannot deny, and supports his lies 
with it, so that you cannot defend 
yourself.” 


Luther also tells us in the same 
work that the devil tried 
him to preach the doctrine of “jus- 
tification by faith only.” The whole 
narrative emphasizes the idea that 
the devil spoke in favor of the doc- 
trine of “justification by faith 
alone” and against the Mass, 
against devotion to Mary and the 
saints. If he be a pervert, a de- 
ceiver, then the clear inference is 
that the doctrine of “justification 
by faith alone” is wrong, and that 
the Mass and devotion to Mary 
and the saints are right. 


Gottfried Wilhem von Leibnitz, 
the Protestant theologian, in his 
Systema Theologicum, referring to 
the Mass, writes: 


“No new efficacy is superadded 
to the efficacy of the Passion, 
from this propitiatory Sacrifice, 
repeated for the remission of sins; 
but its entire efficacy consists in 
the representation and application 
of that first bloody Sacrifice, the 
fruit of which is the Divine Grace 
bestowed on all those who, being 
present at this tremendous Sacri- 
fice, worthily celebrate the obla- 
tion in unison with the Priest. And 
since, in addition to the remission 
of eternal punishment and the gift 
of the merits of Christ for the hope 
of eternal life, we further ask of 
God, for ourselves and others, both 
living and dead, many other salu- 
tary gifts (and among those, the 
chief is the mitigation of that pa- 
ternal chastisement which is due to 
every sin, even though the peni- 
tent be restored to favor); it is 
therefore clearly manifest, that 
there is nothing in our entire wor- 
ship more precious than the Sacri- 
fice of the Divine Sacrament, in 
which the Body of our Lord itself 
is present.”

Bai Sunday afternoon late in October I heard a beautiful program 
at the Carmelite Monastery in New Brunswick, New Jersey. Under 
a large tent set up in the garden of the convent, over a thousand friends 
of Carmel were gathered. Soft grass was the green carpet of the tent 


which was brightly lighted above. 


The first speaker told us of Elias, the first Carmelite who lived 
900 years before the time of Our? 


Lord. We heard next how the order 
spread so that in the fourteenth 
century there were 7,000 Carmelite 
monasteries in Europe. 

Next came the story of the two 
famous early Carmelites. Can you 
tell me without reading further 
who these two are? I believe some 
of you have written letters about 
St. Teresa of Avila. She was one, 
and St. John of the Cross was the 
other. They were great saints 
whose love of God governed every 
step of their lives once they had 
come to love him without measure. 
They were both great authors as 
weil. Another name in our own 
time immediately comes to mind 
when we think of Carmelites—St. 
Theresa, the Little Flower. 


The next speaker on the program 
talked of the beginnings of Car- 
mel in America. You'll be surprised 
to learn that as early as 1754, two 
American girls, Anne Matthews 
and Mary Brent, left their homes 
and went to Belgium to become 
Carmelites. 


The next exciting fact in the 
story took place in 1790 when Anne 
Matthews, now Mother Bernardine, 
returned from Belgium to her 
homeland, and with a little group 
of nuns from Europe, began the 
Carmelite. foundation in Southern 
Maryland. Perhaps some day you 
ean read about the difficulties of 
those early days. Things were so 
hard that during the next hundred 
years only four foundations were 
made: one in Baltimore, St. Louis, 
Roxbury and New Orleans. 

Do you know 
the special 
thing the Car- 
melites do? 
They are not a 
teaching order, 
and they are not 
a nursing order, 
nor do they do 
social service. 
They are called contemplatives. 
That means they offer their 
prayer and sacrifice to God in a 
very special way. Every month, 
for example, each Carmelite nun is 
asked to pray for a particular mis- 
sion somewhere in the world. It is 
here that we come to the most 
thrilling fact of all. 


The last month of her life St. 
Theresa of the Child Jesus spent 
praying for the United States. St. 
Theresa (The Little Flower) died 
in 1897. Since that time 27 Discal- 
ced Carmelite Monasteries of nuns 
have grown up in the United 
States. All of them stem from that 
first Maryland foundation. 


Some day you must go to the li- 
brary and read about this splendid 
order. You will learn the wonder- 
ful lessons the Little Flower can 
teach us: among other things, the 
tremendous message that there is 
nothing strange about holiness, 
that holiness is for everyone.

It surely 
should be known to you that Moses, who wrote the 
first five books of the Old Testament, knew noth- 
ing about most of the other books, written by 
many authors after his death. Many of them were 
written even after David’s time, 1000 years later. 

My Father set up for the Israelites in the Old 
Law a “plan” quite similar to that which I insti- 
tuted for the New Law, namely, a tribunal of men 
who, as a Supreme Court acting corporately, were 
protected from error in their teaching. Do you 
not recall what I said to the Jews: “the Scribes 
and Pharisees sit on the Chair of Moses.

Even 
though I took occasion frequently to denounce 
the then personnel of this teaching body for 
what was wrong in their conduct, I recognized 
the correctness of their teaching itself, since they

Protestants do 
not seem to know that the Jews, 
in the Old Law, prayed for their 
dead, and that even in this day 
they still pray for their departed 
friends and relatives. 


That the Primitive Church fol- 
lowed the practice of praying for 
their deceased becomes clear to 
anyone who takes the trouble to 
visit the Catacombs under Rome. 


On the tombs of martyrs appear 
invocations of the living for pray- 


ers. It is in keeping with the belief 
of the early Church in the “Com- 
munion of Saints” that the saints 
in Heaven can help us; the Poor 
Souls in Purgatory can also help 
us while being unable to help them- 
selves, and we can help one an- 
other by prayer. The Communion 
of Saints represents the most beau- 
tiful union known, comprising all 
the members of the Mystical Body 
of Christ, whereby they can be of 
mutual help to one another. 

It is really fitting that the 
Church should assign a special 
feast for prayers in behalf of the 
faithful departed, just as she es- 
tablished a feast in honor of all 
the saints, even though there are 
millions who, throughout the ages, 
lived a life of sanctity without be- 
ing observed. 

The Souls in Purgatory will be 
extremely grateful to you for 
whatever assistance your prayers 
and your supernaturally motivated 
good works will bring to them, and 
will show their appreciation in 
Heaven by praying for you. Mod- 
erns may not recognize this, but 
in the Golden Era of the Church 
and for one thousand years there- 
after all Christians believed in 
praying for the dead and acted 
in accordance with that belief.

mundane problems and to dwell 
priefly on the matter of how we are 
discharging our obligations to the 
faithful departed. 


Happily, none of us expects to be 
lost. We are aware that we con- 
stantly face that danger through 
our own carelessness or neglect of 
our spiritual beings, but to go 
about expecting to be lost for all 
eternity would be the sin of de- 
spair. Hell is only practical to us 
as a reason for practicing greater 
'spiritual diligence. It is the doc- 
trine of Purgatory which gives to 
' Catholics comfort and joy. Death is 
robbed of its terror and the tempor- 
ary separation of loved ones be- 
comes bearable when we have faith 
in the existence and the purpose of 
' Purgatory. There is always the 
chain of Masses and prayers and 
good works to bind us to the de- 
parted suffering souls. 


Believing in the doctrine of Pur- 
gatory, it is diffieult for a Cath- 
olic to look upon the remains of a 
departed relative or friend or to 
stand before an open grave and to 


be mutely grief-stricken. Belief in| 


| Purgatory gives to funeral services 
a rich spiritual significance rather 
than the status of. empty pagean- 
try garnished with flowery eulogies 
which are of no value to a suffering 
soul. The prayers, ‘ejaculations 
(most of them richly indulgenced), 
the Masses and the good works of 
corporal mercy become a practical 
means of helping the souls of the 
departed to reach their heavenly 
home. 


The Council of Trent tells us 
that “there is a Purgatory and that 
the souls there detained are assist- 
ed by the suffrages of the faithful, 
but especially by the most accept- 
able sacrifice of the altar.” 


The Council of Florence set 
forth: “If men have died penitent 
in the love of God, and before they 
have made satisfaction by fruits 
worthy of penance for the sins of 
omission and of commission their 


souls are purified after death 
by the pains of Purgatory 
and to the relief of these 
plans avail alms and . other 


offices of piety.” 
They Do Suffer 


The physical location of Purga- 
tory, the duration for which souls 
are detained there and the degree 
of the suffering to which they are 
subjected are all mysteries of our 
faith. It is the common teaching 
that the souls in Purgatory under- 
g0 some positive suffering through

It also is the teaching of the 
Church that the only way in which 
the souls in Purgatory can satisfy 
for their sins on earth is through 
suffering on their own part or by 
being assisted by the prayers and 
good works of the faithful on earth, 
by indulgences applied to them and, 
above all, by the Sacrifice of the 
Mass. Other than by enduring their 
suffering, the souls in Purgatory 
can do nothing to help themselves 
and have to depend upon their 
friends to assist them in discharg- 
ing their debt. 


Whenever I think of the intense 
but briefly-sustained grief of Aunt 
Helen, I like to contrast it with the 
wonderful faith in the efficacy of 
prayer displayed over the past dec- 
ade by a woman of our acquaint- 
ance. A widow during that time, 
she devoted her entire life—her 
prayer and Masses, her physical 
suffering from arthritis, her count- 
less works of mercy—all are offer- 
ed up for the relief of the suffer- 
ing souls in Purgatory. Hers is a 
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12-month-a-year crusade to allevi- 
ate suffering, devoid of empty 
words meaningless displays of 
grief. It is action itself, a substan- 
tial devotion which truly must have 
furnished the desired answer to 
the cry of “Remember Me!” utter- 
ed by many a suffering soul.

Palestine follows the Scribes and 
Pharisees, or even the High Priests, 
who were very jealous of the in- 
fluence Christ had among the peo- 
ple, are mistaken. They loved 
Christ to the degree that they fol- 
lowed Him by the thousands even 
into the desert where they re- 
mained for several days without 
having anything to eat; they filled 
the synagogue at Capharnaum 
when He foretold the institution of 


‘the Holy Eucharist; they received 


Him triumphantly into Jerusalem 
on Palm Sunday. 


Those who joined the crowd 
which clamored for His crucifixion 
were few compared to the number 
of Jews who would have done 
everything to prevent that cruci- 
fixion. The Bible tells us that the 
High Priests demanded that Christ 
be tried by night “for fear of the 
pedple.” The people who did wit- 
ness His trial, and demanded that 
He be crucified, were simply 
misled. They were influenced by 
the mob psychology and could not 
believe that the High Priests, 
whom they were supposed to re- 
vere, would have made the charges 
they did against Christ if they 
were not true. 


We have their imitators today in 
large numbers, even in our own 
country. There are Christian 
churchmen who have banded to- 
gether with enemies of all reli- 
gions to condemn the Catholic 
Church in this nation as being un- 
American because its Head lives 
in another country; as being inimi- 
cal to our public schools because it 
has a school system of its own; as 
working for a union between our 
government and our Church. 


These charges were all leveled 
against Christ. He was charged 
with being an enemy of His gov- 
ernment; with teaching that taxes 
must not be paid to Caesar; and 
with drawing the multitude to- 


wards Himself. The conclusion was 
“if we let this Man alone, all the 
world will believe in Him.” They 
also said that if He and His follow- 
ers were allowed to continue to 
preach their religion “the Romans 
will come and take away our na- 
tion.” 

The average Catholic does not 
realize what his duty is towards 
his Church, and what part he can 
play to remove the prejudices with 
which people have been indoctrin- 
ated against his religion, It is not 
chiefly what people read in the 
books about Catholics that pro- 
motes their prejudices, but the bad 
example set by Catholics who, if 
they have what they claim to have 
in their religion, should be saints. 
If they were half-saints, they would 
easily convert the larger part of the 
nation.

Gertrude proved “Bart stu- 
dent, for while still a thild she 
“wrote Latin with an unusual ele- 
gance and force.” 


Her biographers tell that her 
spiritual education kept pace with 
her secular learning and abilities; 
for, say they, “Above all, she was 
perfect in humility and mortifica- 
tion, in obedience, and in all mon- 
astic. observance.” God was emi- 
nently preparing her for her fu- 
ture work of educating her nuns 
and writing her manuscripts. 


Gertrude later became a Cister- 
tian nun. During her late twenties 
and early thirties, over a iod of 
eight years, Christ revealed Him- 
self to her in many remarkable 
visions. Later, at God’s command, 
she related them for the benefit of 
others in the wonderful book of her 
“Revelations.” She also wrote the 
“Book of Special Grace,” a book of 
spiritual exercises, called the “Ex- 
ercises of St. Gertrude,” and a 
book of prayers, entitled the 
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The words of the Introit apply 
aptly to an educator and leader, 
such as Gertrude: “Thou hast 
loved justice and hated iniquity: 
therefore, God, thy God, hath 
anointed thee with the oil of glad- 
ness above thy fellows.” Gertrude 
was a leader, a Christian leader, 
placed “above her fellowmen,” in- 
structing them by her word, her 
example, and her writings, which 
are still available to Christian 
parents 700 years later.

parents. They select the kind of 
an education their children receive. 
If they place them in the hands of 
educators, thoroughly imbued with 
the principles as taught by Christ, 
they will likewise become Chris- 
tian leaders. 


Repeatedly throughout the lit- 
urgy of the Mass is the phrase of 
the Psalmist quoted, showing her 
leadership; “After her, shall vir- 
gins be brought to the King: her 
neighbors shall be brought to thee 
with gladness.”

The Offertory continues. the 
psalm, showing how truth and jus- 
tice are the necessary qualities of 
a leader, when it is finally re- 
warded with “The daughters of 
kings are in thine honor, the queen 
stood in thy right hand in gilded 
clothing, surrounded with variety.”

Jewish Rabbi To 
Speak At N.D. 
Law Institute 


Notre Dame — Dr. Solomon B. 
Freehof, nationally-prominent Jew- 
ish rabbi, will be one of the prin- 
cipal speakers at the fifth anni- 
versary convocation of the Natural 
Law Institute to be held December 


_ 


at the University of Notre Dame. 
The two-day program of the 
Natural Law Institute proper, 
which is expected to attract legal 
experts from all parts of the 
United States, will be devoted to 
the Natural Law philosophy in the 
non-Christian tradition. Speakers 
are being procured from leading 
non-Christian sects of the world: 
Dr. Freehof, who has been Rabbi 
of the Rodef Shalom Temple in 
Pittsburgh, ‘Pa., since 1934, was 
born in London, but came to the 
United States at the age of eleven. 
He is a graduate of the University 
of Cincinnati and of the Hebrew 
Union College. During World War 
I Dr. Freehof was a Chaplain in 
the American Expeditionary Force. 
The Pittsburgh Rabbi taught at 
the Hebrew Union College for nine 
years and then became Rabbi of 
the Kehillath Anshe Maariv 
Temple in Chicago for ten years 
before assuming his present posi- 
tion. He has been President of the 
Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, is a member of the Execu- 
tive Board of the Union of Amer- 
ican Hebrew Congregations, and is 
a member of the Division of Re- 
ligious Activities of the National 
Jewish Welfare Board.
